Herliii, -Nov. S. - U was olliciiiilly stilt- 
ed this morning' that un ugrceinent, sub- 
ject to file approval of the United Stiites, 
had liceii readied between Liroat Ilrit- 
uiri and (leriiiany, accordint; to which the 
Saiiiioaii islands, with tlie <'.\c(>plioii of 
Tutiiila and tlii' adjac'ciit islands, will 
l)eco;iie German territory.

"Gen. Joubert was in supreme coui- 
inand. Tho Britishers lulvanced in tiie 
darkness on the Uepublic's force on the 
right on tin; hill occupied by the Free 
Stalyrs commanded by Gen. Croujc. A 
stauiiiedo of mules threw the whole force 
into disordi-r. 

"The British balterie.-i were observed 
in a long line on the plains in the direc- 
tion of till' Boers' centre along Table 
Jlill, from will, re our artillery opened on 
the lOnglisb batteries coming into posi- 
tion from J.iombard's l<op with a Cruosot. 
The S(^cond shell fell in their midst. It 
was followed by shot after shot, drawing 
the British concealed batteries. 

"I''roiii six to twelve the hill wtis a 
veritable inferno of hissing whistling 
fragments of slu'Us. At tirst the British 
shells failed to roach the hill where the 
Boer flrp. told, heavily.,..^, , 

"Bvcntunlly ' llie ' Britiali •reiichcd the 
Boors and showortid shells on our gun- 
ners. The Boers could only occasionally 
lire their guns. While a wounded gun- 
ner baudngod himself another fought, 
oblivious of tlie fragments of sliells at 
his back. Dr. Holds was killed while 
haiidaging tlie woundid. 

"In the meanwhile the burghers got 
their howitzers further forward and into 
play anil l!ie extreme end of Meyer's bat- 
tery got in- dc.idly work."

Two teachers arc on duty from noon to 1 
o'clnclc, who have experienced much com- 
fort in having a room, a^art from the 
class rooms, to cut lunch In, jtc. They are 
now unable to use It on account of the cold, 
and It ' will be practically useless till the 
return of warm weather. Books, too, be- 
lonslng to myself and to the High school, 
will bccipne damp and mouldy; while a 
severe frost will freeze the water In the 
supply pipe of the waslistaud basin. These 
are a few of the reasons for the advisability 
of iieatlng my office; and you, sir, In your 
fi-eciucnt visits to this seliool, must liave 
heen struck with tlie convenlenee of tliMt 
ofllce, and the necessity (jf haviuK 11 made 
avalkilile at all seasons. 

I ma.v add that I havi' made linndries 
abt'Ut the probable ctisl of bealln;,' appa- 
ratus, and 1 ran informed that a "How and 
return" i)lp(!, costing al)0Ut i^-'>. couhl lie 
put in, which would answer the purpose, 
not only of heating my ofnoe, but also the 
hall, where tHeSglrte! ' cloaks and hats arc 
hung. • '

Your committee has bad for some time 
under consideration the request of Bev. Mr. 
iCugbes for the:' use of the assembly hall 
of the South Park school lor a concert or 
entertoinment for a private charitable pu-- 
pcse. While recognizing the very worthy 
object for which the use of the hall Is aslt- 
ed, yonr committee, not without some re- 
grot, cannot recommend that the reqncst 
be granted.

Trusti>e .Mai-cliaiit, wliile not wishing 
to disagree with the report, siii^ge, led 
thiit be-fore any expense be gone to, the 
agent of the system be consnlted. If 
uotiiing could bo done to remedy the evil, 
it would be as well to dispo.sc of the 
system. 

Trtistoe Hall also advised this course.

Trustee Marcliant moved tlnit in addi- 
tion to the .jioU vole<l by the council for 
the deaf mute scliool, $50 more bo appro- 
priated. • 

The motion was put nnd passed. 

City Superintendent Katon drew the 
attention of the boaril to tho necessity 
of nad.iusting the seating accommoda- 
tiou of the schools at an e:irly <late. 
Members of the board aciiuiesced in the 
suggestion, nnd the subject wan rcl'erred 
to tho buildings and grounds committee. 

The superintendent reported that lie 
had appointed Mr. 1j. A. Campbell to 
the teaching staff of tlie Spring llidge 
school. He also read the telegram aud 
letter forwarded to Sir W. C. Macdon- 
alu. The course taken by the chairman 
and secretary in the matter was highly 
commended. Tlio letter (follows: 

Victoria, November -1, 18'jn. 
Sir W. C. .MacDonald, .Montreal: 

Dear Sir: My telegram of ;!rd Inst., 
l:iielly lutlnmted llie very great gratification 
felt by the Victoria soliool board and many 
representative citizens at the annoiin.je- 
ment lu the press tiiat, as a part of u 
gr:indiy magulllceut scheme for Canada, 
yoii are about to estahllsli a niaanal tniin- 
Ing school in British i:oiunibla. The hope 
was cvprcsBcd In that communication that 
tiie location selected would be the pro- 
vincial capital. 

The late minister of education for the 
province, Hon. Col. Baker, strongly advo- 
eiited the tneorporatliiu of manual training 
Into the general public school system; aud 
It has been my privilege during the past 
year or two to urge a similar proposition 
ui'on the Victoria scliool board In regard lo 
tlie city schools. And although as yet noth- 
ing has been done In that direction by eith- 
er the provincial or local authorities, pub- 
lic sentiment has In a measure bi:eii pre- 
pared for tlie due appicclation of the value 
nf such schools as vou arc about to es- 
tablish. 

In th(? absence of any Information CKci'pt 
that which Is meagrely given in tile pre:is 
despatches, it has been assumed here tliat 
yon purpose, in establisliing and inaintaTli- 
int; mamiul training sciiools for three yo.ars. 
Is to educate the people by means of a most 
efCcetlve object lesson Into such an appre- 
ciation of the Importance of manual train- 
ing that It shall .thcreatie^ rbeco'ine a piT- 
laanent feature of every ^r^vlnclal system 
of education. 

Apart from the natural desire of citizens 
of Victoria that as..>.]nany good things as 
possible shall come to their own city. It 
may be fairly maintained that the educa- 
tive Influence of such a school wotild be 
mere widely and effectively distributed if 
established In Victoria tliaii if any other lo- 
cation were assigned to It. This city is 
the seat of goveriimeat, ami from here the 
educational s.vsteni of the province^ is aii- 
inlui.stered. Victoria lias an e.xcidlent pub- 
lic Fclinol system, with an enrollment of 
2,5<MJ pupils; it iins factories and macliine 
sliops of various kinds; It lias a foverri- 
ment assay office, in connection with which 
a school of mining has bi'cn jirojected, and 
It has a museum and public lllnaries. In 
a word, tlii> scliool, if located here, would 
lie in an (•nvlronnient most conducive to 
its lil^'hi'st nsefuincss, aud so far as local 
co-opcrntloii may be necessary, you may 
he sure it will be given most hcariily.

Trip of the British Columbia 
Volunteers From Vic- 
toria to Quebec. 



Capt. Blanchard Writes of the 
Reception and Their 
Departure. 



Capt. Blaucbard. commanding tlit^ 
British Columbia right half of Company 

A, South .\fricun contingent, wrote as 
foUown on April, just before the pilot 
loift the Sanliuiau at the mouth of the 
St. Lawrence: 

" Wo got to Knmloops about 2 p. m. 
!ind as the people had been eelebriitinp 
from about S p. m., both bund and 
people wore rather hoarse. Wo passed 
Calgary at 2 a.m. Here was another 
bund, and I believe about half a dozen 
bottles of Scotch were sent ab<iaril, 
which were ivroinptly tiiUeii charge of 
by Sergt. .Nurthcntt for di.stribnt ion, as 
required. 

'• 1 was joined by l^apt. lloJgins and 
hix men at Medicine Hat, and iound him 
a flr.=t-rato fellow. At Winnii>eg the 

peoiile were down in a crowd to meet 
us. Captains AVilliaiiis and Pcarue tak- 
ing us all on cars up to the ibarraoks, 
where we were well looked after. 

••Coming through the Terrilones I 
llunU there must h,avo been at least a 
ilii-/.eu bands at various stations on ine 
line. , . 

••At Carberrj- about ;>,f)00 cigars were 
put aboard, and some whiskey. 

"At Arnprior. Out., the ladies were 
out in force and liad coffoe and saiid- 
wii-hcH for the boys, while nl I'"ort W il- 
liuin they sent aboard about M baskets 
of graiM-s, iM-aclies, etc. 

"When we got to Ottawa. ( ol. llod- 
giiis, of the C. li. V. (!., and a niiaiher 
of other ofllcers were there with the 
mayor, who made a speech, to which 1 
replied' iiinch on the sanic> lines as in 
Victoria. Tlie ladies .handed abimrd a 
lot of cake. Owing tii the crowd and 
the dilllciilty in getting back to the train, 
we lost Capt. llodgiiis ;ind lir. ('arter, 
but th"y caught uuother train :iii boiir 
later and overlook us. 

" When we arrived at Qiiidiec at (1 
a. 111., there was no one to meet us. 1 
leleiilioiied to the tUtadel, and they told 
ns to come up there, and um I happened 
to ha\e oi!e of the boys who knew the 
town, he piloted ns. We were met by 
the band about half way. On arrival I 
found we were not expected and no prc- 
par;ition liad been made. At least I 
was told to put the men in the cells, 
where they were at least out of the 
wind. 

" I eotild get no breakfast for them for 
some time, but at last, with Major At- 
nold s assistance, got them something out 
of tlie canteen. 

'• I'hey had a tfhurch parade ut 11 
o'clock, only a le-\r fatigue men lieing 
excused, I very nearly missed it, a^ it 
had been cancelled and afterwards juit 
on again. It rained terribly and was 
very muddy. 

■■ We bad a parnde and inspection this 
morning sind then inarched to the Es- 
planade, wliere tluMe was a lot of Speccu- 
ifyiiig. after wliicli we marched to thi» 
steamer and embarked. 

•■ U'lieii we left I never saw sucli 
crowds as occupied every point of van- 
tage. We were accompanied down tlie 
river liy about sis excursion steamers, 
and the noise of tlieir whistling was 
deafening. 

" Tlie arrangements on board for the 
oflicers are fair, btit Uie men are very 
crowded.

It is i)ropiis- 
eil to extend tlie dock fi-oiii its present 
leliglh of -l-l.". feet, to ODD feet, which will 
then niaili- it ciiiia! to the capai it.\ of any 
vessel entering the Si. Lawrence river. 

The construction ol' the dock was uiig- 
inally cdmiiicnccil by llie Harbor Com- 
mission of (Jueliec ill I.ST:;, and was as- 
sumed later liy llie guvi rnnient, and eoiil- 
lileted in IS.SI). The iiresent dimensions

IiIABILITY ;FOB> OHBOK. 

Bank Accepting It on Deposit Held 
Liable for Its Value. 

The lute Willitim Campbell, on the 
2Tth of May, 1S03, after banking hours, 
received a check for .$-l,92.''>. drawn by 
one I'eats upon ;i fuui of bankers in 
(.Iliicago, to the order of Mr. Campbidl' 
agent, a Mr. Ballon, who endorsed and 
delivered it to him. The next day was 
Sunday, and on Monday luorning, tlie 
21)th, iir. Campbell endorsed and deliv 
ered the check to the Home Bank, in this 
city. Tin- check was not presented at 
the bank in Chicago, where it was pay 
able, until June ■'!, live days after it was 
deposited with the Home Bank, and pay- 
niLiit wiis then refused. Had the checl 
been transmitted in the regular course 
of liusilii.'ss, it might li;ive been present- 
ed for payment at (Ihicago at ID o'clock 
on iljiy Ml. There were more than suf 
licieiit funds in the bank upon whicli tin 
check was drawn to pay it, but on the 
morning of June 3 these bankers failini 
and suspended payment, and the check 
when presented was dishonored. Then 
it was protested and returned to the 
Home Bank. Mr. Campbell, who had 
deposited and endorsed the check to his 
credit :it this bank, supposing he w;is 
liable, took it up, paying the :inioiiiit with 
interest and protest f(M>s. Subseiiueiitly 
lie brought suit against the bank to re- 
cover tho Slim so p;iid, claiming the pay- 
ment was through a mistake of fact. Mr, 
Campbell died iieiiding the :tction. and 
his executors, Uichard Mr. .Martin and 
others, were substituted :is plaintiff 
.Ilidgnient was directed on the trial i 
favor of the iilaintin's, was ;illlrined by 
the First Appellate division and that 
decision has liceu allirmed, by the Court 
of Appe:ils. The court, in :ui opinion 
by .lutlge O'Brien, holds tli:it the Home 
Li'ank ;isL;uined tiie obligation to pre 
sent the chock for payment within : 
reasonable time, and having omitted to 
do so, and the check being dishonored 
through tlie failure of tho bank on which 
it was drawn, while if it had been duly 
presented it would have been puid, both 
the eudorser and drawer were discharg- 
ed, and the depositor having paid the 
amount of the check In ignorance of the 
facts, under supposed liability as en 
dorscr, he had a good cause of action 
against the bank to recover the money so 
paid by mistake. — N. Y. Times
